Þ this Burgh of Zdinburgh, commanding the Quarter-maſters and Conſtables of the ſame to uſe 
diligeat ſcarch and tryal of all manner of Perſons, Strangers reſorting to this Burgh, who in theſe 
times of Trouble; are,ind may be juſtly ſuſpeRed to bePerturvers of thePeace of theCommon-Wealth, 
and Enemies to the Weale and Safety of this Citty, And ficklyke, all Vintners, Heſtlars, and keepers of 
Change and others, are diſcharged to harbour, or reſetaay Strangers,untill ſuch rime They give Their 
Names to Thoſe appointed by the Bailies to thateffe&t. And likewiſe, the Good Town finding Them. 
ſelves grea'ly abuſed by Strangers and Vagabonds, unfree Perſons, Beggars, poor and indigent Bodies, 
who plant Themſelves, and have Their reſidence and dwelling within this Burgh and Suburbs thereof, 
whereby the Town is defiled with all kinde of Vice, the Liberty of Free-men uſurped be unfree Per- 
ſons; The Town overburthencd with ſuſtaining of that kinde of Poor, and the Monethly Contribution 
appointed for Their own Poor; Imployed and conſumed upon them. For remedy whereof, Ir is 

— Statute and Ordained, that no Vintner, Hoſtlar,keeper of Change-houſes, or other Perſons whatſomever 
inhabitants within this Burgh,and Suburbs thereof,preſume nor take upon hand,to Harbour or Reſet any 
Strangers of whatſomever Quality or Degree within their houſes, untill ſuch time They give up Their 
Names to the Bailies,or ſuch as the Bailies ſhall appoint for receiving of the ſame, and obtain one of 
Thcir ſubſcribed Warrants,to that cffeR; after tryal of Their Quality,and taking ſuch aſſurance of their

Behaviour asthe Bailics, or Parties appointed for that effe&t ſhall find requiſit;z under the pain of Twenty 
Pounds, incaſe of failzie for he firſt fault, and loſſe of Liberty for the ſecond, and farther cenſure at the 
Will of the Magiſtrats, according to the Quality of the dangerous Perſon ſo entertaind without licence 
as ſaid is. And likewiſe, that no Land-lord, Heretour, or other Perſon whatſomever, Ser Their Houſ.:s 
or Tenements in time comming, after Publication hereof to any unfree Perſons, (exceptand Landed- 
Gentlemen,and Members of the Colledge of Juſtice) without a ſpecial ſubſcribed Ticket of the Bailie of 

' the Quarter, under the pain of Twenty pounds, to bee payed bethe Sctterand Owner of the Land for 
ilk Perſon to whom the Land or houſe is ſet, with the Eſcheet of a years mail ro the Towns uſe: The equal 
half of the furſaids Unlaws to be payed to the Magiſtrat,and the other half to the Informer of any of the 
Aids Bailics. And firder,that the Setters ſhal be lyable to ſuſtain their poor Tenents in time of need, and 
make the Town freethereof: And ordainsthe Land-lairds ta makelawfull and timeous warning of Their 
Tenants for that effe under the pain foreſaid. And likewiſe, that all Out-land poor Beggars remove and 
diſpatch Themſelves forth of this Burgh,and Liberties thereof,neverto be found or ſeen within the fame 

' Innotime cemming, under the pain of impriſonment within the Theeves-hol for the firſt failzie, Aud 
ſcourging thorow this Burgh, or putting in the CorreRion-houſeſo oft as They bee found thereafter : 
And Ordains Publication to pe made hereofthorow this Burgh and Liberties thercof, that none pretend 
Ignorance of the ſame, 
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
